Bill Kamb update 


To date I’ve searched over $18,680 worth of pennies. Since the $10,000 mark, I’ve only added two new pen- 
nies to the collection - 1916-D & 1923, both of which I’ve found duplicates. I added a few Canadian pennies to 
that collection and only need one more George VI, the 1937 and one more Elizabeth II, the 2012. The former 
is the first year of George VI coinage and the latter is the last year that cents were issued in Canada. I now have 
a total of 29 Indian Head pennies and have 36 steel pennies. When I was a kid I never found any Indian Heads 
but steel pennies were common. 


I’ve saved over 15,000 wheaties, 14,000 pennies dated 1982 sorted by variety, 13 counterstamps, 12 proofs, 
and about 1,200 red UNC 2009 pennies. I’ve also saved all of the dimes I’ve found in penny rolls and have 
about 350. I bought clad dime books and have 93 different ones, so far. To date I’ve saved 132 foreign coins 
from 20 different countries. - Bill
